Moment, nor to the other till after it was ſent to tha 


Poſt : that his Holineſs complained of theſe Proceed- 


ings; and out of his great Goodneſs was very much mor- 
ried, at the Trouble he believed this Brief would give

| _- Theſe Particulars were not as yet come to the Car- 
dinal's Knowledge, when on the iſt of January. 1725,

He owns himſelf really aMflited at it; but at the 
ſame Time charges him to aſſure his Holineſs that,
